natives is due to tbe efforts of one Dr. 
Beiz, whom 1 was told, was educated in 
Europe, and upon his return home used 
his knowledge for the improvement of 
the town and enlightenment of its pec- 
pie. 
He piobably knew too much, for 


it teems that during tbe Insurrection he 
was taken to Manilla, tried and dispoced 
of by the Spaniards. This industrious 
Philippine built himself a house in the 
mountains on tbe opposite Bide of the 
river about a mile from the town, a 
much better structure than most shacks. 
He undertook to supply the town with 
water by piping it from a dam built in 
the bills, but wben the bank of the river 
was reached some difficulty was met 
with and there it ended. A piece of 
mason work, built, I suppose, to answer 
•A?, a fountain, still stands and is pointed 
lo by tbe natives as some of the Doctor's 
woik. He also taught a class of young 
people who are unusually bright, one 
bring employed aa a clerk to tbe Presi- 
dente, or Governor of the town. At 
one time he was to be executed by the 
Spaniards, by being swung from the 
yard-arm, but for eome reason or other 
was spared, why be says, he does not 
know. Dr. Iteiz has left several monu- 
ments and bis name will be long remem- 
bered in connection with this village. 


Tbeir way of living ia simple, rising 


with the sun and only being seen on tbe 
streets at night on special occasions. 
Little work is required to gain subsist- 
ence. Bice, commoties (a specie of po- 
tato), bananas and pineapples are culti. 
Vetted, while many fruits caa be bad 
for tbe gatheriug.

pork as tbey are left to roam at will 
through the town and pick up what they 
can get, just as tbe 'razor backs" of tbe 
South, which they resemble closely. 
Sometimes a favored porker Is given a 
pen on the porch and thus enjoys gome 
of the luxuries of Ibe family, for in- 
stance, having a large sea shell for itn 
tiougfi. The meat of those running at 
will is not desirable as tbey eat all kinds 
offllth, 


Tbe curabao, used as food is not de< 


sirable, but comes in good sometimes as 
a substitute for beef. When young the 
steaks are eatable, but the meat of tbe 
older ones is tough and dry and claimed 
by Spaniards to be injurious to health. 
They are good eubf-titntes for horsee, be- 
ing gentle and willing workers. Chil- 
dren ride them and as many as three or 
four youngsters have been seen on their 
backs. They must bs allowed water 
often both to drink and to wallow in, 
and they take to mud as to tbe manor 
born, often burying themselves in tbe 
mire untill only horns and nosa can be 
seen. It is not r,u uncommon thing to 
see birds sitting on the horns while they 
are thus engaged. If denied water and 
tbe privilege of wallowing tbey get cross 
and cause much trouble. A rope with 
a knot on one end is put through a hole 
in the nose and thus tbey are driven, 
carrying their bead on a line with the 
back with nose well raised. Traces made 
of rope are sometimes used which often 
cut in to the fleili, bat yokes of wood are 
of general use. 


Fish are caught by UBS of net, both 


set and drag, also book and line. Unlike 
our people they prefer as food the small 
fi-h-oiianows 
being a dainty—eating 


beads and all, with a dish of boiled rice. 
Large fish heads roaeted (or burnt) is 
another fine diah. 


It is interesting to natch a fishing 


party at work with a drag net. These 
are closely woven of hemp fibres and 
are about flfly feet long. A large canoe 
and often two are usec? to pleca the net 


arusnfort 
antics were well-'pleated aa tbey touched 
the barb, stroked- the bright feathers of 
tbe "green willow," and smiled and 
"jabbered." One old fisherman on be- 
ing given some American books ex- 
amined them closely, thanked the given 
and tben walked away thinking he bad 
something great in »ome two-tor-a-cent 
goods. 


Women and children alao fish but in a 


different manner. After the tide has 
gone out, especially in tbe evening, tbey 
can be seen on their way to tbe bay for 
shell fiah or clams. Wading into the 
water to their knees and often to the 
waist, they feel around in tbe sand until 
a bed of clams is located, tben down 
tbey go and bring up a bandf ull and put 
them into a small basket so tbat the 
sand will sift tbrougb. These are used 
extensively, being put into a pot and 
boiled shells and all, and are considered 
a fine meal. 


Most.everytbing in tbe line of flab are 


eaten, but one specie waa noticed which 
fishermen take from the net and cast 
aside. When it is exposed to the air it 
swells up like a toad and often when In 
this condition tbey bite them so bard 
tbat they burst, which seemed great 
sport for the fishermen. 


Bice is cultivated In fields or"paddies." 


In tbe spring setd is sown in small gar- 
dens and when tbe stalks are about two 
feet high, looking very much like young 
wheat, are pulled up by root, tops trim- 
med, 
and tied in small bunches. Ditches 


were plowed around tbe fields for irri- 
gation purposes, but this was not neces- 
sary as plenty of rain fell the season I 
was there. One handle wooden plows 
with an iron shear, drawn by carabao 
were used for worfeing the soil, which 
was done when very wet. Instead of 
the harrow three or four carabao were 
tied together and driven around and 
around until tbe field was a mass of mud.

planters worked oa aa though the sun 
was shining brightly. 


Fences of bamboo were then built and 


the grain left to take care of itself until 
about July or August whan the locusts 
came. They are as destructive to crops 
as tbe grasshopper in our Western States 
which insect they resemble. Men, women 
and children turned out with clubs, tin 
cane, boxes, and in fact anything to 
make a noise and hammered upon tbe 
fence, even going so far as to erect scare- 
crows, and succeeded pretty well in 
keeping off the insects, with which the 
air swarmed. This performance was re- 
peated daUy for some time. In the fall 
tbe grain waa cut by use of a small 
knife, the heads only being taken, and 
put in the apron or basket, women help- 
ing to do this work. A reaper could not 
be used on account of the mud. After 
tbe grain is harvested fences are taken 
down and fields left open for pasture. 


After being separated from the busk 


flour is made from it by a novel wiy of 
grinding. A log with a bowl cat in it, 
in which the grain is put, then by use of 
a pole of bard wood or a stone, it is 
pounded until floe. From this bread 
and cakes are made. One way of pre- 
paring this food "and the way most gen- 
erally used was boiling, thus answering 
for bread.

OVER AND TERMINER APRIL COURT 


Such a Court NecHsary to Try Case ol Statu- 


tory Rape to be Then Heard. 


Forty-eight jurors bave been sum- 


moned for tbe April Court because it 
wilt be necessary to try a case at that 
time In the Oyer and Terminer Court 
and that number of jurora is alwaya re- 
quired in that court. It is the first court 
of kind to be held for several years. The 
criminal list for the April court is very 
short but if two of tbe cases fixed for 
trial then are disposed of it may take 
several days time to do it in.

1S38. 
The charge as alleged being stain 


tory rape. 
The case was returned 


to court by Justice of Peace Hill. On 
Jan. 26, 1904, a true bill was found by 
grand jury and same day caae was certi- 
fied into the Oyer and Terminer court to 
be tried at April. Defendant le held in 
$300 bail for bis appearance. Same de- 
fendant Is also charged with fornication 
and bastardy on information of same 
pioaecutrix. 


In Com. vs. John Tully, defendant Is 


charged on infoimition of E. D. Hud- 
aon with an attempt to steal a gold 
watch from the person of A. M. Kal- 
bacb in Fairfield. Defendant was com- 
mlted to jail by Justice of Peace D. B. 
Mussel man and ia there awaiting trial. 


The trial of caae of Com. vs. H. L. 


Hainea, J. Fred Holtzerger and K. G. 
Meads can be expected to consume some

Defen- 
dants are charged on information of

The Cumberland Valley R. R. Sends IU First 


Locomotive as an Exhibit. 


The locomotive "Pioneer," which was 


bailt in Boston in 1851, and which ia the 
property of the Cumberland Valley Bail- 
road, and preserved at Cbambersburg, 
bas been boxed np for shipment to the 
St. Louis Exposition. 


The veteran engine bears tbe number 


"13,"but daring the fifteen years it was 
in service it was never in a wreck. It 
a queer looking machine, wben place 
beside the giant locomotives of the pre 
ent day. Tbe tender forms a part of tb 
locomotive itself and the old-fashions 
smokestack in its diminutiveness add 
to its uniqueness. Wood was used as 
fuel. It not long ago made a trip ove 
the road and attained a 20 mile per hou 
speed. 


Soae of the oi 1 inhabitants recall t 


mind incidents of the engine's early a] 
Clearance on the road. Oj seeing tb 
"steam devil" passing over tbe iron railf 
in the tbe days before tbe war, the it 
habitants rushed out all along the road 
some mystified, others astonished, an 
in general tbe people took a holiday. 


It took considerable time to tranapo. 


this locomotive from Boston to its ow 
roadbed. It was first brought by rai 
then by canal and finally by being place 
oil a large road wagon drawn by a team 
of I)owes, it was drawn up tbe tracks o 
which it waa placed. 


Tbe road over which this locomotiv 


runs was commenced in 1833, and wt 
completed in about two yearp. 1C wt 
on this road, so it is claimed, tbat tb 
am sleeping car was run. It was bnl 
in Philadelphia and made its first trip in 
the latter put of 1837. Two-thirds of 
the car was composed of sleeping coot 
partments. Tbe sleeper continued i 
service until 184S, when it was diacon 
tinued on account of the opening of tt 
Pennsylvania Batlroad from Harrisbu'r 
to F.ttsburg, Fa. 


The conductors of the trains in th 


days were somewhat lax. One Majo 
McCarthy being a good violin player 
became a popular conductor, for, afte 
the collecting of fares he would play o 
the instrument, toll stories, crack joke 
and otherwise amuse the passengers.
